ALBANY — “The Albany Recall 
Committee pledges to the voters of Al- 
bany that we will not endorse any 
ormer city council member to fill any 
yacancy created by the recall,” Chair- 
man Janis Mulhall said today. 

She pointed out that it was never 
their intention to do so, in spite of the 
rumors to the contrary being circulated 
by the supporters of Mayor Joyce 

ackson and Councilmen Michael 
Gleason and Patrick Griffin. 

“We do pledge, however, to endorse 
wily moderate candidates who can be 
responsive to all of Albany citizens, 
even those who currently support the 
council majority. Though only a vocal 
minority, they deserve representation 
too” Mrs. Mulhall added. 

“Members of the Albany Recall 
committee cannot be blamed for the 
Jate date and extra cost of the recall 
election scheduled for Nov. 15,” Chair- 
man Janis Mulhall said. 
f She pointed out that the committee 
athered more than enough signatures 
on petitions calling for the election in 
record time. The election could have 
been held in October. A first delaying 
Fiactic by anti-recall forces involved 
challenging some petitions as insuffi- 
Fcient. When those charges proved in- 
yalid, the council majority set the date 
for the election as late as possible. 
“Are they afraid to face the voters 
of Albany?’’ the chairman asked. 
Traditionally, polls for municipal 
dections have been open from 7 a.m. to 
ipm., Mrs. Mulhall said. The notice of 
the recall election, stating those hours, 
was published in the Albany Times 
Aug. 24. Ten thousand sample ballots

“Anti-recall for¢es have been at-

Jackson was returned to the council in 
16 for a four year term, coming in 
third behind Councilmen Lewis Howell 
and Robert Luoma.” 

In April, 1976, Jackson had the op- 
portunity to become her own person on 
the council, the chairman said. She was 
no longer indebted to Griffin and 
Gleason, who helped appoint her to fill 
ayacancy, because she had won her 
seat on her own. 

“Last April, there was a puzzling 
delay in selecting a mayor,” Mrs. 
Mulhall said. “‘It now seems obvious 
hat the price Jackson had to pay to 
become mayor a second time was to do 
the hatchet job on James Turner. Once 
this was accomplished, Griffin and 
Gleason gave her their votes.

Editor's note: The following paragraphs contain a 
joint statement submitted by Mayor Joyce Jackson 
and Councilmen Pat Griffin and Michael Gleason. 
In an accompanying note addressed to the editor, 
Council Gleason stated: ‘Enclosed you will find 
copy for the unedited space you have made avail- 


sable to me. It is, as you will note, a joint statement 


by Joyce (Mayor Jackson), Pat (Griffin) and my- 
self. We have decided to present our position 
jointly because we are being recalled as a group 
and the ‘charges’ against us are identical.” 

Recall of an elected official is a very 
serious step, one that should not be un- 
dertaken for light or transient reasons. 
The recall election that we are pre- 
sently facing has never been justified 
by charges of malfeasance or miscon- 
duct in office. Its origins are political, 
we are accused of not representing the 
people of Albany. 

We believe, however, that our elec- 
tion to the Albany City Council has re- 
sulted in the first community-oriented 
government in our city’s history. 

Prior to our election in 1974 local 
government had been the private do- 
main of a few individuals who used 
their office for the benefit of them- 
selves, their friends, and. special in- 
terests. The Albany Hill land deal is 
just one example of how public office 
was misused. Other examples include 
spot zoning, unaccounted expense pay- 
ments, sweetheart contracts, and near 
total disregard for public input. 

In addition the city was failing to 
provide basic services; streets were 
unpaved, parks were delapidated, 
police used antequated radios, and the 
needs of senior citizens were largely 
ignored. 

Albany’s waterfront development 
was stalled and single family homes 
were being destroyed in favor of high 
density development. 

Albany taxpayers were paying mill- 
ions of dollars in federal-and state in- 
come taxes with amost none of it re- 
turning to the city. 

In 1974 the voters spoke out for re- 
form. They wanted to put an end to the 
self-serving politics of the previous de- 
eades-and they wanted to start seeing 
some tangible results from their hard 
earned tax dollars. 

Since our election we have instituted 
a number of political reforms. These 
include a two term limit for council 
members, expense accounting proce- 
dures, open council meetings, and full 
community participation in decision 
making. We have encouraged as much 
public input as possible on every issue 
in order that we might arrive at deci- 
sions that are in the best interests of all 
the citizens of Albany. 


We have acted to preserve our 
neighborhoods:- in the 2 years before 
our election 28 single family homes 
were destroyed for apartment de- 
velopment. Since our election only 2 
have been lost. In addition, through the 
Home Loan Program and the Senior 
Home Repair Project we have provided 
the means to maintain their homes to 
people who might not otherwise have 
been able to do so. 

We have worked to improve public 
safety in the city. Added.patrol officers 
and a-new communications system in 
the Police Department have helped to 
make our streets safer. We have up- 
graded our Emergency Medical Ser-

ALBANY — Flu shots 
will be available at the Al- 
bany Public Health Sub- 
center every Thursday, 
from 2:30 to 4:30 p.m., 
through Dec. 16, Dr. Carl 
Smith, Public Health Ser- 
vice director for the 
Alameda County Health 
Care Services Agency, an- 
nounced today. 

The flu vaccine will con- 
tain protection against 
A/Victoria and B/Hong 
Kong influenza viruses. 
Swine flu shots are not 
being gved this year. 

Emphasis is on immuniz- 
ing high risk groups, which 
are persons 55 years of age 
and over, and individuals 
of any age who have a 
chronic medical condition 
such as asthma, em- 
ynpeea, diabetes, cystic 
ibrosis or heart disease. 

The cost will be $2 for 
persons under 55. There is 
no charge for persons 55

City Council is ae

The council Monday night 
authorized the staff to enter 
negotiations with the de- 
veloper, Interstate General 
Corporation, which is seek- 
ing a five-year extension of 
its 10-year use permit for 
construction of 2,500 units. 
The council vote was 
unanimous. 

_The developer earlier of- 
fered to “‘donate’’ seven 
lots of open space on. Al- 
bany Hill, as suggested by 
the city, on the condition 
that the city extend the use 

ermit from 1982 to 1987. 

he open space is valued 
at $90,000. 

The city  council’s 
counter offer, as outlined 
by City Administrator Wil- 
liam Haden, would allow a 
six-year extension of the 
use permit. hi 

However, the city is also 
suggesting several other 
conditions for use permit 
extension, including a re- 
quirement that the de- 
velopers prepare a master 
plan for later construction 
with the city retaining the 
right to amend the use 
permit on the basis of the 
agreed-upon master plan. 

This would not affect the 
first 950 condominium un-- 
its, which are the first two 
phases of the pet, but 
would affect all the rest up 
to the maximum of 2,500 
units. “Phase 1” is com- 
pleted and “phase 2” is al- 
ready under construction.

Public Enemy No. One 
lurks in sugar bowl

ALBANY — Sugar may 
well be America’s worst 
enemy. And salt and white 
flour may qualify as Public 
Enemies No. Two and 
Three, according to Dr. 
Robert Haskell. 

The Albany physician who 
gave up a general practice, 
some 13 years ago, to 
specialize in bariatrics 
(weight control) and nutri- 


- tion, has been battling the 


dietetic demons ever since. 
But it’s an uphill fight. Or an 
addiction to the public’s 
“enemies.”’ 

“Frequently, when you 
tell a patient to cut down on 
sugar,”’ Dr. Haskell sighed, 
“the patient proudly will 
point out that he seldom 
sprinkles sugar on any of his 
food. In that respect he’s 
right. ; 

“But he doesn’t consider 
the vast amount of sugar 
he’s getting in the processed 
foods and beverages he con- 
sumes daily. He’s cogniz- 
ant, usually, of the fact that 
sugar is used in candies, 
pastries and similar confec- 
tions, though he frequentl 
is unaware of how muc 
these foods contain. Seldom, 
however, does he consider 
the sugar contained in can- 
ned fruits and vegetables, 
soft drinks and other ‘‘non- 
suspect”’ areas. 

“For example, most pro- 
cessors canning corn know 
that the sweeter the corn 
tastes the better it will sell. 
svequentiy, selling such a 
product successfully be- 
comes a matter of how 
much sugar can be loaded 
into it. 

“Today the average

American uses 125 pounds of 
sugar annually, some 76 
percent of which is con- 
tained in foods and bever- 
ages prepared outside the 
home.” 

As for Public Enemy 
Number Two — Americans 
are the second highest salt 
consumers in the world (Ja- 
pan ranks first). 

“Salt consumption often 
correlates with high blood 
pressure”, Dr. Haskell ob- 
served, “which in turn cor- 
relates with heart attacks. 
Records indicate that every 
adult in the U.S. eats from 4 
to 14 pounds of salt annually 
— six times the amount re- 

‘arded as ‘acceptable’ by the 
ational Academy of Sci- 
ences,” é 

The third ranking offen- 
der — white flour — is, of 
course, the main ingredient 


of breads, most pies, cakes, 
pastries and similar dishes, 
and it is used in so many 
other recipes that an enum- 
eration would take on the 


* appearance of an American 


cookbook. 

It’s all a part of our life- 
style, and our affluent life 
can kill us. The two most 
prosperous nations today 
are America and West 
Germany, and America and 
West Germany have by far 
the most overweight people. 
_ “One out of three adults 
in this nation are signific- 
one overweight’, Dr. 
Haskell said. ‘‘And, in- 
terestingly enough this 
seems to carry through to 
our pets. Veterinarians 
claim one out of three 
American dogs are over- 
weight, too. 

“During the past 75 or 80 
years we've become’ con- 
ditioned to a sweet-tooth 
diet. Around the turn of the 
century our per capita con- 
sumption of sugar was 
only five pounds annually 
— one twenty-fifth of the 
current amount. Signific- 
antly, the eetogr ee of 
deaths attributed to obes- 
ity or obesity-related dis- 
eases — particularly heart 
trouble — was far lower 
than it is now. : 

“Today all. causes of 
death except TB and 
suicide are increased by 
overweight.”’ 

This national problem 
has created quite a flow of 
“heavy’’ traffic through 
the medical building built 
by Dr. Haskell at 405 Kains

Case of dog 
poisoning 


investigated 


ALBANY — A case of 
dog poisoning that occur- 
red at Posen and West 
Place is under investiga- 
tion today. 

The poisoning was con- 
firmed by Dr. Michael R. 
Floyd, Albany veterina- 
rian, who noted that the 
poison used — strychnine 
— is not contained in 
household and gardening 
products. “Therefore the 
vehicle for dispensing it 
must have been set out de- 
liberately for an animal to 
find.” 

Animal Control Officer 
John Sawers is warning 
pet owners to be on the 
alert for the poison which 
may be hidden in bits of 
feod that are thrown on 
lawns and public- areas. 

Soak your animal 
under close surveillance 
and watch for any pieces 
of edible material that 


-may be in view,” Sawers ~ 
said. ‘‘The matter is being . 


investigated by the city 
and is the first case of this 


t in the past 10 years. 
About 1967 four dogs to this 
same area were poisoned 
by strychnine.”

be painted with the same brush as her 
two young cohorts,” the chairman said.

The Emergency Medical Training 
for firemen, for example, was man- 
dated by state law through a 1974 act. 
If EMT had not been provided, Mrs. 
Mulhall said, Albany would have lost 
its ambulance service, which has been 
excellent since it was begun in 1952. 

Park improvements had been mas- 
ter planned and financing arranged by 
prior councils. 

“We do not believe that just because 
this earlier work came to fruition dur- 
ing the terms of the council majority, 
they have any right to the credit.” 
| The chairman pointed out that the © 
council majority has accused former 
city councils of not using federal and 
state funds for tax reduction. 

“It is interesting to note that during 

ee of their four budgets, the tax rate 
remained at $2.04,” Mrs. Mulhall said. 
“Only when threatened by recall did 
they lower the tax rate this year.” 

The trio says they are now using 


federal funds for projects in Albany 
that former city councils would not 
touch. 


“his allegation strikes our commit- 


tee as humorous,”’ Mrs. Mulhall said. 
“Even a baby will take candy if it is 


offered. The fact is that the federal 


programs this council majority utilize 
did not exist before 1974. The Housing 
and Community Development Act of 


1974 is but one example.” 
Jackson, Griffin and Gleason have 


been warned by the new city adminis- 
trator, William Haden, that their spend- 


ing is $60,000 in the red. 

“Yet their city budget for 1977-78 is 
a whopping $5,037,143, Mrs. Mulhall 
said. ‘In 1973-74, the year before they 
came on the scene, it was $2,378,000.” 

Labor settlements th is year in- 
cluded a 14% percent increase for City 
Employee Local 390, which involved a 
9% percent pay package and reduction 
in working hours, the chairman said, 
adding that in the 1973-74 budget, Local 
390 received a 5.2 percent settlement. 

“This generous 1977 settlement 
came at the end of a four-day strike by 
members of Local 390 last July,’” Mrs. 
Mulhall said. 

“Now members of Local 390 state 
that our charges of harrassment of city 
employees by members of the council 
majority are ‘absolutely untrue and 
without foundation’ and out-of-town 
labor unions are contributing the free 
printing of anti-recall publications,”

vices by training our firefighters as 
Emergency Medical Technicians. 

We formed the Committee on Aging. 
New programs for seniors include 
Meals-on-Wheels, Senior Discounts, 
Block-Aid, Senior Survey, Senior Home 
Repair Project, and plans for an ex- 
panded Senior Center. 

The majority of our streets have 
been repaved and our parks have been 
rehabilitated. We have developed a 
practical, environmentally sound plan 
for our waterfront and we are moving 
toward implementation. 

In spite of high inflation and sky- 
rocketing assessments we have kept 
our taxes lower than those of surround- 
ing communities. Our property tax rate 
is about half of Berkeley’s. Of our 
$5,000,000 budget over $1,000,000 is from 
federal grants. Prior to our election 
property taxes accounted for over one- 
third of the budget, they now make up 
less than one-quarter. 


Over the past 3% years we have 
selected and developed a capable, skil- 
led, professional staff. These profes- 
sionals have more than paid for them- 
selves in improved quality of commun- 
ity services and their ability to obtain 
alternative revenue sources. We have 
recently hired, by unanimous vote of 
the City Council, a professionally qual- 
ified City Administrator. 


We believe that we have done what 
we were elected to do: to protect and 
improve our neighborhoods, to provide 
efficient, quality city services, to open 
the decision making process to the 
people, and most of all to put an end to 
the self-interested policies of the past. 


This record of achievement does not 
belong to us alone. It is shared by our 
colleagues on the City Council, the city 
staff, and most especially to the hun- 
dreds of citizens who have participated 
through boards commissions, advisory 
committees, community groups, and 
individual initiative. 

While the recall movement may dis- 
approve of this record we believe that 
the SEPT opal time for them to -ex- 
press their disapproval is at the regular 
municipal election in April. 


It has been a difficult and yet excit- 
ing and enlightening three and one-half 
years. We have had some successes 
and made some mistakes but we have 


always attempted to act in the interest_ 


of the entire community. We believe

OAKLAND — Boys and 
girls 12 years of age or older 
will be’ allowed to launch 
and operate boats on four 
East Bay Regional Park 
lakes if they have satisfac- 
torily completed approved 
boat training and water 
safety-oriented courses. 

That was the decision of 
the EBRPD Board of Direc- 
tors when it modified om- 
nibus Ordinance 38 to re- 
duce the minimum age from 
16 to 12. 

This swings EBRPD into 
line with the policies of six 
other Bay Area agencies 
which have lakes under 
their jurisdiction. 

Influencing the Board was 
the fact that school children 
in Livermore and Pleasan- 
ton wanted to take boat 
handling and water safety 
courses as part of their 
physical education re- 
quirement but some were 
unable to qualify because of 
the age barrier. 

Youngsters would have to 
provide acceptable proof 
that they have satisfactorily 
completed American Red 
Cross or similar courses and 
EBRPD, in addition, will 
require that life pee 
must be worn at all times 
while on the water. Private 
and rental craft will be co- 
vered, 

Frank Blazic, EBRPD 
Aquatics Specialist, con- 
curred in the change and 

oifited out that applicants 
or the boat handling classes 
must be able to swim.

And another 
analyzer can detect if the 
patient has been drinking 
alcoholic beverages. We 
refer to it as our dieters’ 
lie-detector.

Water supplies 
could be cut 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — 
State and federal water offi- 
cials say another equally 
dry winter could cut irriga- 
tion deliveries next summer 
from 50 per cent to 100 per 
cent. 

They spoke Thursday at a 
hearing by the state Water 
Resources Control Board on 
whether to allow lower 
water quality standards to 
continue through the Dec. 31 
expiration date in the 
Sacramento-San Joaquin 
River Delta. 

The lower standards were 
adopted in June because of
